Formerly the dead were interred in the church 
yard, or beneath the church itself. In the 
crowded city, the inconvenience and noisome- 
ness of this practice were sorely felt, and that 
it was so long tolerated is wonderiul even with 
allowance for the power of long established cus 
tom, and we may say of superstition Paris, 
so far as we are informed, was the first to break 
away from these fetters and set the example of 
a rural ce metery without the city enclosure, 
adorved with walks and alleys and avenues,and 
trees and shrubs and flowers, to throw some 
cheerfulness and attraction around man's last 
In 1804 the Pére La Chaise, so call- 
ed from a reverend father of the 


asylum 
Jesuits who 
once owned the tract in part, was pure hased 
by the city authorities for a burying place. The 
extent of the purchase was fifty two acres, and 
lies on the east quarter of the city. The ground 
is beautifully diversified in surface, having one 
commanding bill. The laying out of the ground 
was committed to M. Brogniart, architect, 
who executed the work in a manner, consider 
ing the novelty of the enterprise, worthy of all 
praise. The cemetery however, met with small 
favor fronfthe public for a aumber of years.— 
In the first year one hundred and thirteen mon- 
uments of all sorte were erected, and for the 
next seven years but an average of fifty annu- 
ally. The causes of this neglect are said to 
be the wars of that period and the mania of 
vietory which absorbed all France. But after 
the pacification of Europe it grew rapidly into 
favor, so that in ISLS, there were eighteen hun- 
dred and seventy-seven monuments, and in 1836 
there were numbered thirty-one thousand monu- 
ments of all sorts. Inacentral position stands 
a chapel of Grecian architecture, for funeral 
service. The material of the monuments, the 
costly and the better sort, is marble, and the 
epitaphs of every description. 

At a later period three other cemeteries, sig- 
ilar in their character and general plan, were 
established around Paris, viz: Mont-Martre on 
the west, containing thirty acres, Mont-Par- 
passe on the south, aod Vangirard on the south- 
west; the two latter of much smaller dimen- 
sions, and all inferior to the Pere La Chaise.

The Jesnits early operations against the 
New England Colonies. 


The nature of the war of extermination, which the 
Jesuits in Canada carried on through the savages, 
upon our fathers in these colonies, can be best appre- 
hended, by reading the newspapers published in the 
time of that cruel conflict. In the Boston Evening 
Post for April 3, 1758, a writer gives an account of 
some expedients, employed by the Jesuits, to make 
the Indians believe that Jesus Christ was a French- 
man, identified with the French in all his interests, 
yet a special! friend of the Indians; that be was cruci- 
fied by the English, and that the English were the 
natural enemies of Christ, of the French, and of the 
Indians. Here was one element of that infernal fero- 
city with which the Jesuits inspirited the savages 
against our fathers. ‘his idea was communicated 
especially by pictures, a languoge peculiarly impres- 
sive to savages. In some cases, the French king, the 
Virgin Mary, and Christ, would be joined in the 
same picture, supporting the arms of France with 
emblematic figures representing the downfall of Eng- 
lish hereties.

Amherst College Commencement. 


The exercises of this anniversary began with the 
usual prize speaking on Tuesday evening Aug. 7 
On Wednesday A. M. James 8. Thayer Esq., of 
New York city, delivered the address before the So- 
ciety of the Alumni, He discussed the causes, re- 
sults, and tendencies of the devotedness of this na- 
tion to the accummulation of wealth. He is a 
forcible speaker. His address was replete with 
sound practical sense; it had the merit, not always 
belonging to add s on such of being 
easily intelligible, and dsome passages of 
great power. It is a matter of rejoicing to find a 
speaker who is a layman, a lawyer, and a politician 
discussing this important subject, and giving utter- 
ance to warnings which are greatly needed. In the 
afternoon Prof, Tayler Lewis, of New York city, 
gave the address before the literary societies. His sub- 
ject was the Naturalism of the popular Transcenden- 
tal and Pantheistic schools. He considered the sub- 
ject with especial reference to the Philosophy of His- 
tory. This science, he affirmed, even in its soberest 
forms, awakens distrust, and, as usually treated by 
transcendental and rational writers he exposed it as 
full of error and absurdity. He presented the doc- 
trine of a divine providence as the medium between the 
extremes of the miraculous on the one hand and the 
merely natural on the other. ‘I'he discourse was 
worthy of the profound scholarship of the author. 
With keenest but most delicate satire he depicted the 
absurdities of the doctrine of ideas, of the Spirit of 
the age, working not in the individual, not in Society 
in its conerete form, but on the abstract race,—not as 
athought,ora motive, but an unconscious instinet, un- 
til by and by it finds its development, its theophany 
in some far sighted individual, some seer who looks

MORALS OF THE LATE MUSTER 

It is well known in thie vieinity that the Tet Bri- 
gade, Ist Division of Massachusetts Militia have 
been performing camp duty at Neponset (Dorches- 
ter) under Brigadier General Edmands, during the 
past week. 

We do not propose to discuss bere the military 
system, nor the wisdom of the late Legislative act 
that made this encampment necessary, We leave all 
that to the Doctors of Politieal Eeonomy. Nor do we 
now propose to speak of the Military Review itself 
which is said to have been highly satisfactory in the 
camp, and in the field. 

We would speak briefly of the morals of this 
muster-field, as exhibited by the unarmed troops of 
drinkers, gamblers and abandoned women, every 
where to be seen, The united testimony of the 
journals of the day, and of all sober spectators is, 
that all kinds of vice and dissipation were carried 
on openly. 

Ardent spirits were sold and drank on the ground 
by the barrel, the pipe, and small quantities and the ef- 
fects were exhibited by profane, staggering and pros- 
trate men. 

More than fifty gambling tables were surrounded 
with maddened players from mora, till “noon of 
night.” Even small boys had their pockets rifled of 
their contents and their frames intoxicated with 
these fatal games. 

All this was done in open day, and no attempt 
seems to have been made on the part of the Au- 
thorities of Dorchester and Quincy to abate these 
Nuisances, 

Such things ought not to be. As there are to be 
similar Reviews at Concord, and at other places in 
the Commonwealth during the season, we trust that 
the Authorities of the respective towns where they 
occur, will see to it, that such disgraceful scenes be 
not renewed, lest that by such repeated blows upon
